THE KING'S MEN 
ON THE FIBBER MC GEE & MOLLY PROGRAM 


1940-1953 


The King's Men Quartet has been heard and enjoyed countless num- 
bers of times by hundreds of millions of North Americans and other 
peoples throughout the world since their inception in 1929. The 
voices of these four men have entertained all of us in so many ways, 
live, in the movies, through radio anā television. 


"They became the Munchkin voices in "THE WIZARD OF OZ", four 
ersatz Marx Brothers in "HONOLULU" starring Burns and Allen, 
ice skated in "ICE FOLLIES OF 1939" starring Joan Crawford 
and Jimmy Stewart. Sang in the choruses of three MGM musi- 
cals starring Nelson Eddy and Jeanette MacDonald,... recorded 
more than 25 records with Bing Crosby, including "White 
Christmas", became the voices of crows, owls, mice, tigers 
and elephants in numerous Walt Disney films..." Later in 
television they would sing all the themes and score all epi- 
sodes of "WYATT EARP", "JIM BOWIE", "THE CALIFORNIANS" and 
many other series. 


The King's Men's list of credits is extensive, but the present 
focus is on their work with Fibber McGee & Molly. It was in February 
of 1940 that they made their debut on McGee, an engagement which was 
supposed to be a single shot. They returned to Wistful Vista on the 
following week -- and remained permanent residents for thirteen-and- 
a-half years, adding their own brand of musical humor to the coun- 
try's best-loved comedy program. Listeners loved the King's Men. 


Who were these four delightful lads? 


Grafton (Bud) Linn (top tenor) 

Jon Dodson (2nd or lead tenor) 
Radburn Robinson (Rad) (lyric baritone) 
Kenneth L. Darby (Ken) (bass/arranger/piano) 


They began their singing careers in 1939 in Southern California. 
They were "discovered" and began a life-long career in music. Warner 
Brothers and Paul Whiteman gave them their "big breaks" in the early 
years and the King's Men would be singing here and ever after. 


They made many radio appearances from New York City on the major 
networks until, homesick for California, they left Paul Whiteman, 
landing the opportunity for a lifetime when asked to sing on the 234th 
FIBBER MC GEE & MOLLY PROGRAM. Their first numbers were "Holy Smoke, 
Can't You Take a Joke?" and "Old MacDonald Had a Farm". 


As a singing group, the King's Men never missed a beat, and they 
only missed two programs during their entire tenure with the McGees. 
Their vocal talent was a certain hit for each of the 504 weeks they 
performed on that show. The last for the King's Men was a last for 
much of the traditional Fibber talent. June 30, 1953 marked the last 
thirty-minute McGee, the last show with a live orchestra and the last 
with a live audience. Although FIBBER MC GEE & MOLLY would air (by 
recording) for another six years it was the last of the big produc- 
tions and that spelled a new era for the Quartet. Thereafter they 
would move to television and usually sign on as the Ken Darby Singers. 


What follows is a meticulous log developed as a love cf labor, 
researched and developed in conjunction with similar work HEAVENLY 
DAYS: The Story of Fibber McGee & Molly. Charles K. Stumpf and I 
listened to over 600 broadcasts, specials and interviews for the 
book, and in the process, accounted for all but ten of the 504 King's 
Men appearances. 


As you peruse this log you'll find that occasionally two numbers 
were sung on one program. And on one very special FIBBER MC GEE & MOLLY 
PROGRAM the King's Men and BILLY MILLS ORCHESTRA were the program. On 
the Invasion of Europe, June 6, 1944, Ken, Rad, Jon and Bud sang nine 
patriotic tunes in jubilation of that triumphant day. 


In the summer of 1949, "The King's Men took over THE SUMMER SHOW 
replacing FIBBER MC GEE & MOLLY while they were on vacation. This pro- 
gram was entitled KING FOR A NIGHT, written by Phil Leslie. Ken Darby 
was the spokesman for Castle Carnu and the guest King -- or Queen was 
always a star of radio or films."* All selections by the King's Men 
on their fourteen-week summer series have been logged and are also in- 
cluded in this listing. 


Much is owed to Mr. Ken Darby for his friendship and full coopera- 
tion over the past two-and-one-half years in the preparation of 
HEAVENLY DAYS and the introduction to this log. 


Prior to this there was no list or other written record.of the 
King's Men musical selections for FIBBER MC GEE & MOLLY. It was neces- 
sary to listen to each program to track down ninety-eight percent of 
the information given here. Additional credits are due the Pacific 
Pioneer Broadcasters in Hollywood for supplying us with copies of a 
few 1940's program summaries that did list song titles of some missing 
shows. 


It is the wish of Mr. Stumpf and it is my wish that this log stand 
as a tribute to the joy and love that these four singing men brought to 
listeners of radio, those four King's Men: Ken, Rad, Jon, and Bud.
